The figures are made out for 
the case of aship of 800 tons, arrividy in August 
with ballast and loading with wheat for Cork, to 
await orders for Continent, at 66 6d. The totab 
charges tn New York are $2, 073. 15, and m Boston 
$1,577, a difference of nearly’ $500.—New York 
Tunes. 


We have. not seen these tables as pub- 
lished in the Boston paper, but, if we under- 
stand the matter correctly, these ‘ harbor 
charges are exactions imposed principally 
for the benefit of local officeholders and per- 
sons holding special privileges. They are 
tolls pleced upon trade which are largely 
unjustifiable. Obstructions are first placed 
in the way of doing business, and then some- 
body is chartered with the privilege of over- 
coming the obstruction and to reosive a 
large toll therefor.. Some years ago the 
“harbor charges” a canal-boat load of 
corn in New York h Were equal to 25 
per cent of the value of the pad. This may 
have been remedied since Philadelphia and 
Baltimore farnished the means of shipment 
free of these extortions; but from the para- 
graph given above it would seem that piracy 
has not even to this day been altogether 
| prohibited in New York harbor.

Tun Tarom has, on many occasions, 
pointed out the absurdity and viciousness of 
that portion of our National legislation 
known as the navigation laws. All appeals 
for the repeal or modification of these laws 
have been rejected by Oongress. The orig- 
inal law on this subject was adopted in 1792, 
and was in accordance with the principle 
then generally prevailing; but the enlight- 
enment which has contributed so much to 
the enlargement of international intercourse 
and to the vast increase of commerce has 
long since abolished the narrow system of 
the last century, and to-day the only nations 
which cling to the prohibitory and relentless 
navigation laws of 1790 are the old, befog- 
ged, and decayed Kingdom of Spain and 
the United States. 

Certain facts have at this time a direct 
bearing on the subject of our naviga- 
tion laws. The value of the exchanges 
between the American Republic and other 


year. That is to say, we buy of and sell to 
foreign nations products and merchandise to 
that vast value annually. Upon all the 
products exported from the United States 
there is a charge made for ocean transporta- 
tion, and alike charge also on all the mer- 
chandise that is brought into this country. It 
is close to the truth, we suppose, to say that 
the cost of carrying this amount of products 
to and from all nations will average 20 per 
cent af the value of the goods, or, on an 
aggregate trade of a billion and a quarter, 
240° millions a year will be for ocean 
transportation. This is an important mat- 
ter of. account, The nations which have 
this carrying trade have the profit thereon 
to be divided among their merchants and 
their people generally. Befgre the Rebell- 
ion this carrying trade was mostly in Ameri- 
can ships, Of the imports and exports 70 
per cent were carried in American vessels 
and only 30 per cent in foreign vessels. 
Now, these figures are. more than reversed ; 
toreign vessels carry 76 per cent, and Ameri- 
can vessels only carry 24 per cent. Esti- 
mating the total sum paid for ocean freights

ican tariff rendered it impossible to build 
vessels for the foreign trade at a cost which 
admitted their use at a profit. The con- 
quence has been the gradual reduction of all 
American vessels engaged in the foreign 
trade, and the gradual absorption of the 
carrying business by the owners of foreign 
vessels, The American flag is disappearing 
from the ocean, and we are. depend- 
on citizens of foreign countries 
for the facilities of ‘getting . our 
produce to market. American citizens may 
be owners of steamers and ships bearing the 
flag of any other country than their own, 
bat no vessel can have an American register. 
in which any foreigner may have an owuer- 
ship, no matter how small it may be. 

The New York Tine, in an article om this 
subject, says that the type of a successful 
modern ship is an iron screw-steamer, having 
a oompound engine and all known me- 
chanical improvements. Such vessels. at 
present cannot be, or at any rate are not, 
profitably built in this country,” Not having 
the vessels to do the business, not being 
able to build these veasels in this country, 
our own laws rendering it unprofitable to do 
so, the country is in the condition of deny- 
ing to its own citizens the privilege of en- 
gaging in the American trade with other 
countries. The law prohibits, practically, 
tue building of American vessels; it pro- 
hibits the purchase of American vessels; and 
the result is that we are rapidly rushing 
to that time when we will have no Amer- 
ican vessels. We are now paying 76 per. 
per cent of the cost of ocean transportation 
to foreign ship-owners, and it will require 
but a few years more and we will be paying 
the whole cost of transportation to the same 
class. Under this extraordinary state of at- 
fairs the ultra American sentiment,. Pro- 
tect the American ahfpyards until they cease 
to build a ship, and until there is not an 
American ship on the ocean,” still prevails. 
The foreign ship-owners and ship-builders 
reap the profit of this intense Americanism. 
If the tariff which prohibits’ American ship- 
building be repealed, if the law prohibiting 
American registers to foreign-built ships 
be repealed, then Americans would share 
in the business and profits of the 
carrying trade. So long as Americans pro- 
tect” American ship-building to’ its ex- 
tinction, so long will the owners of foreign- 
built steamers reap the golden harvest of the 
carrying trade. Had the foreign owners the 
making of efit laws, they could not improve 
on those now existing to perpetuate in their 
hands the aunual earnings of $182,000,000 
for carrying the American trade. Between 
the tariff and the navigation laws Americans 
are excluded from the ocean,—are excluded 
from this enormous trade,—and are forced to 
sit quietly under an assurance that our idle 
and closed ship-yards ars protected, while 
the foreigner is doing all the business, ard 
enriching himself upon the American trade. 
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GEN. GRANT NOT A THIRD-TERMER. 

The recent statement made by Rear- 
Admiral Amen in regard to Gen. Grant's 
intentions for the future definitely removes 
the latter from the list of Presidential candi- 
dates. Admiral Ammun’s statement is en- 
titled to much reliance for several reasons. 
The Admiral himself is a man of high char. 
acter, who would not make so important an 
assertion without considering himself sure 
of the facts; he has been on terms of close 
personal intimacy with Grant during life; 
the circumstances related by the Admiral 
bear internal evidence of the correctness of 
bis conclusion; and, finally, Gen. Gzant’s 
disinclination to be a “‘ third-term ” candidate 
for the Presidency is confirmed by others in 
a position to know his sentiments, It may 
pretty safely be accepted as settled that 
Gen. Grant will not consent to enter publie 
life again, but that he will take the Presi- 
dency of the American Nicaragua Inter- 
Ocean Canal Company, and devote his energy 
and ability to the construction of the highly 
important international work for which that 
company is to be organized, 

The story of Gen. Grant's bee petnoril 
interest in the Nicaragua International Canal 
scheme may be briefly restated as follows: 
He was educated at West Point as a military 
and civil engineer. When be became Presi. 
dent he set about to determine for himself 
the best route for a water connection be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific, and to that 
end dispatched at different times several 
ficers of the army and navy to examine t 
several proposed routes. His investigation

led him to the conviction that the Nicaragua | 


Ship-Canal will be the most desirable for 
American interests. The San Juan River, 
connecting with the Nicaragua Lake, fur 
nishes a natural water route most of the way 
across the isthmus, and there will be only 
a strip on the west side of some seven or 
eight miles wide to cut through. These con- 
ditions will render the work far cheaper 
than the proposed deep-cut canal upon a 
levél with the sea across Panama. The 
Nicaragua route also saves some 700 or 
800 miles of ocean travel as far as American 
ships are concerned,—about 300 mileg on 
the Atlantic, and 400 or 500 miles on the 
Pacific in going from an American Atlantic 
port to a Pacific port, or to China or Japan. 
The fact that the Nicaragua route will be. 
longer than the Panama route is more than 
offset by the saving in time and cost by the 
reduced oeean voyage.

latan and impostor. It is somewhat extraor- 
dinary in this connection that, while the 
manifestations and materializations produced 
by these so-called mediums” have made no 
impression upon scholars and scientific men 
in America and England, but, on the other 
hand, have been treated with something 
very like contempt, it is from this 
very class in Germany that they have 
obtained their most distinguished converts 
and most ardent champions. From one 
point of view this — may not be consid- 
ered remarkeble, since German philosophy is 
nothing if not speculative, and the most 
profound thinkers of, that country. have 
gravely busied themsdlves over problems 
which not only have no pertinent connection 
with life here or hereafter, but which appear 
exquisitely absurd to ordinary reason. Still, 
it is remarkable that such men as FrcHTs, 
Uxerct, and others should have embraced 
this charlatanism withont applying to it the 
kormulw of pure reason or the rigid rules of 
science, and that the suspicion of jugglery 
should not have arisen in their minds when 
it. was apparent that all the ‘‘ manifesta- 
tions” and tricks of Stans can be and have 
been produced by sleight-of-hand. .

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THE FOUNDER OF THE PENWY POST 

Sir Rowtayp Brut, who hes just ‘ea m 
London, wes u benefactor of mankind. . The 
world owes to him the boon of cheap postage. 
Many persons now living can remember when 
postage-charges were a severe tax on all but the 
largest purses, There was little letter-writing 
in those days. Books were excluded from the 
mails, and transient mewspapers were seldom 
sent. Every imaginable device was resorted to 
in the attempt te keep postage within reasona- 
bie Umits. Thin paper. wafers im place of en- 
velopes, frequent crossings, and all the brevity 
consistent with clearness, were among, the 
simplest expedients. A story is told by Coin 
Ron of a servant-gir! in London who used to 
receive letters, and, after examining the private 
marks ov the outside, which informed her of all 
she cared to know, returned them to the postman 
with the remark that sbe could not day the 
charges. Many tres equally ingenious were 
used to evade the heavy payments required. by 
law. 

Io 1887 Row.Lanp Hut, not then connected 
with the Post-Office Department, wrote 3 
pamphlet urging the advantages of cheap post- 
age upon the British Government. He main 
tained that a reduction in rates from one snil- 
ling to one penoy would cause a corresponding 
iuerease tn the business of the Post-Office, and 
that the receipts would in the eod be greater 
than before. His plan was taken up by other 
reformers, and adveceted with such pertinacity 
and skill that tt was adopted by Government ia 
1839. It went into ope ation ia 1840. The first 
results were not as satisfactory as Hut had 
promised, The revenucs of the office fell off 
one-half, and be was dismissed from. the De- 
partment, to which he had been appointed on 
the adoption of his scheme. But the deficiency 
soon disappeared, and he was reappointed. He 
was promoted to the bead of the office, 
and. remained there until 18851, whep 
on account of ill- health be retired permanent! y. 
A public testimonial of $75,000 was raised for 
him, and Parliament contioded his ‘salary of 
$10,000, beside granting him a bonus of $100,000. 
Oxford made him a D. C. L., and he was Kuicht- 
ed in 1860. In 1877 a statue was erected to him 
by sixoendy subscriptions. Before be died de 
bad the pleasure of seeing his predictions more 
than verifiea, The number of chargeable let-

A PAVORITE DREAM OF SEWARD. 

It was eaid to-day by a geutleman of long er- 
perience tn the State Department that it was not 
generally known that Secretary Seward did all 
in his power to crown his arduous labors of eight 
years’ service as Secretary of State by securing 
a treaty between the United States of America 
and the United States of Colombia for aship 
canal. He thought shatif he could end bis la- 
bors in the State Department with such a treaty, 
it would be a sufficient, reward for the onerous 
taek performed during the eventful period of 
the Rebellion. So anxious was Mr. Seward to 
deserve distinction as having opened the way to 
the universal pacification of nations througn 
such a channel of commerce, that in the winter 
of 1868-0, when President Jobnson’s term was 
drawing to a close, Mr. Caleb Cushing was sent 
in baste to Bogota’ to exercise his tact and 
diplomatic ingenuity getting treaty con- 
cessions across the Isthmus for an inter- 
oceanic canal. It was important that the work 
should be done speedily,as the Administration 
of President Johnson would end on the 4th of 
March. Mr. Cushing, acted promptly and was 
successful, for on the, Ith of January, 1869, a 
convention between this Government and that 
of the United States of Colombia on the subject 
of asbip canal was sigted at Bogota. It was 
sent to our Senate in. time for its action, but 
there was a suspicion that treason lurked io its 
pages, as it came from Mr. Johnson, and it was 
buried in the archives of the Executive office of 
the Senate. So determined was Mr. Sewara 
that he hastened to New York, calied toge ‘her 
a number of the prominent business men of the 
city, appealed to their. patriotism not to allow 
80 grand a project to test, and dur ng the ses- 
sion of the Legislatareof New York in the 
same winter a bill wag passed granting a charter 
to an interoceanic ship canal company. These 
incidents ate related ‘to show how great an 
honor bas been accepted dy Gen. Grant, and in 
what licht it is held by those familiar with our 
naval and diplomatic intercourse with other 
nations. 1 
ADMIRAL AMMEN’S VIEWS. 

In the opinion of Admiral Ammen the finan- 
cial policy of M. de Legseps iu relation to the 
Panama Canal project is the best one, as it ena- 
bles persons bavingemell incomes to become 
stockholders, throughs the payment of interest 
from the date of payimedn their stock. The ag- 
gregate wealth of thieciass is many times great- 
er than what might ba called the floating capi- 
tal, readily availa of men of very large 
wealth, who could ord to wait for the ba 
ment of interest formperiod of five or more 
years from the first payment on their stocks, 
until a canal was opentd for the transit of ves- 
seis, after which the payment of interest should 
cease, and that of dividends of earnings be made 
instead.

“Well, really, I cannot recall the matter io 
full. I believe I was elected an officer or 
Director of some kind, and there was an assess- 
ment of $250 each, which we paid. The first 
meeting was beld in thie house. and the next 
one at Mr. Conkling’s office. By the wav, Mr. 
Frederick A. Conkling, the President of the 
Etna Insurance Company, will be able to tell 
vou more about the subject than lean. He 
was interested in it aleo, and was most active in 
assisting Mr. Seward to carry out his views.” 

“Do vou know of a charter obteined from 
the New York Legislature for the Company?”

It empowers 
two or more individuals to join their forces to- 
gether under a certain corporate name, with a 
fixed capital, to accomplish a certain object.

hat the corporation carry out their objects 
within the State: The well-known Credit 
Mobilier was chartered by the Legislature of 
Pennsylvania, although its aims were not con- 
nected with that particular State, and it re- 
mained for a lou time without be og vat in 
active operation, until one day a man took it up 
and got it into Congress.”

STUDIES OF PARTS. 
The following account of an interview with 
Victor Hugs is taken from De Awici’s Studies 
of Paris,” lately noticed in Tun Tumonxz.

my mind. i would have given a year of my life 
to be alone with him for an hour, to seize him by 


‘the hand, and to say boldly to him, loox ing him 


full in the face: To tell the truth, Hugo, I 
want to read thee thorofighly. What dost thou 
feel in thy blood when thou writest? What dost 
thou see around thee in the air What voices 
dost thou hear speaking in thine ear when thou 
art creating? Where hast thou knowu thy Jose 
of Vieille Chanson du Printemps, which made 
mesigh fora vear? From whence came that 
frightful Mazeppa, whose flight 1 continually 
see? Where didst thou fiod Quasimodo? Re- 
veal to me, then, ove of thy thousand secrets 
Speak to me of Fatima, of the Fe 
Koi de Galice; tell we something 
of the Marquis of Lantenac. Explain to me 
how the spectre which usotred thee with that 
pitiless shower of biood on the head of tne par- 
ricide Kaunt, or that horrible eye of fire which 
followed u. appeared to thee. Tell me in 
what part of the inferpo didst thou discover the 
love of the priest Claude, and in what portion 
of heaven hast thou seen the white face of Dea? 
Talk to me of the infancy, the first recollections 
of thy genius, of the time when Chateaubriand 
called thee a sublime child; tell me of thy 
stormy night-watches, if thou criest when the 
images which startle one appear to thee; tell 
me if thou weepest when writing the words 
that draw forth sobs; describe to me thy 
tortures, intoxications, thy furies; tell me what 
thou thinkest and wheat thou art, mysterious 
and tremendous old man!” 

Aud, thinking over these things, I. vegan 
searching for some significant phrase with which 
to commence the conversation, in case the oc- 
casion should present itself. 

Fortune favored me. Victor Hugo left the 
room fora moment, then returned to the fire- 
place and seated himself beside me. The gen- 
eral conversation had broken into many indi- 
vidual ones. No moment could have been more 
opportune. A bundred interrogatories rushed 
to the end of my tongue and I commenced 
:* Monsieur?” 

Victor Hugo turned courteously, placed one 
hand on my kuee, and looked at me attentively.

Marie so used be- 
comes a Diack art, aud. made a mere servant 
of the popular willfulness, it goes to work in a 
vulgar, mechanical manner, and simply prac- 
tices.a certain number of 45 trieks. 
Prof. Seeley holds that Macaulay’s history owes 
its origin in great measure to the Waverley 
Novels. Scott, in founding the historical 
romance, founded also the romantic history, 
and it has become an established popular opin- 
jot that the true way to write history is to write 
it after the romantic method. But it may well 
be asked whether the historian’s office is to 
solve problems aud throw ligut on general laws, 
or “to Hl the ears of men with a giorious 
tale.

“itis well known that modern gunpowder is 
nota powder at all, bat consists of hard and 
well-formed grains, often of considerable size, 
which, by burning gradually. and comparatively 
slowly from their surface only, gradually crowd 
the ball into increasing’ velocity as it moves 
through the barrel toward the mouth of the gun, 
and finally ejects it at a high speed. The barrel 
is never made long enough tor the powder 
wholiy to burn before leaving it, and some of 
the burning grains must in all cases be 
thrown out as projectiles slong with the, ball. 
In using large charges and coarse powder some 
grains also may be thrown out that have not 
been ignited at all. To observe the course of 
these burning grains to advantage, cause a pis- 
tol charged with coarse powder to be fired in the 
dark at a distance of a few metres and at right 
angles to vour line of vision, and the tiny pro- 
jectiles will b ween to describe graceful curves, 
each one mimicking within the range of two or 
three metres the trajectory Of the leaden bullet 
in a coarse five hundred times as long. It the 
shot be fired through glass at a distance of one 
or two metres, the ball will pass throug, leav- |

American Pomological Soctety—Enormous 
Yield of Wheat—Disgusted Farmers—Oats 
and Rye~The Corn Crop—Lilinois Farmers 
Wonder—Carelessvess as a Source of Ia- 


Cuamparon, III., Aug. 28.—One of the most 
important and valuable meetings to be beid in 
the interest of Horticulture is that of the 
American Pomological Society at Rochester, N. 
., Sept. 17 to 1% Not only is the meeting one 
of value to all who attena, but the locality is 
almost the headquarters of truit-growing, as 
weil as fruit-tree raising in the Union. A week's 
visit to the fruit farms and nurseries In the vi- 
cinity of Rochester cannot heip but give any 
one new ideas that may prove useful in the 
West. The exhibition of fruit at the meetings 
of this Society are the largest and most varied 
of any in the Nation, and seekers after knowl- 
edge of varieties will find this the best school 
to attend. : 

THE ENORMOUS YIELD OF WHEAT 
in Central Llipois, which is now being thresbed 
and marketed, causes every ove to talk wheat. 
Nothing else is thought of among farmers at 
present. When thirty-five or forty bushel per 
acre yields are as common as fifteen or twenty 
bushela in average seasons, no wonder 
that people go wild. There will be five acres of 
wheat sowed net mootb where there was but 
one acre last year. Great pains should be 
taken to get clean seed. A very little chess 
is sufficient to produce a large crop, if the 
wheat plants should, by any accident, bo thin 
on the ground. Better get every kernel out, 
and not raise two crops on the same ground. 
This year there was such a growth of wheat 
that chess cut no figure; still very few loads are 
brought to market but contain more or less of 
it, Should the season be reversed next year, 


and cheat grow well, there will be a big reduc- 


tion made in the value of the crop. 

DISGUSTED FARMERS. 

The flax crop has been gradually increasing in 
extent in this and other counties during the past 
few years, having been greatiy fostered by the 
agents of oil-mill companies, who furnish the 
seed, and contract to pay a stipulated price for 
the crop. Flat has turned out from seven to 
ten busbels this season, and the contract price 
was 90 cents. The men who get from $6 to $9 
per acre for flax dre so envious of those who 
sold from $30 to $40 worta of wheat to the acre 
that they can herdlv live. The flax crop is ob- 
jured from one county to another, and bardiy a 
farmer will touch it next year, but all will sow 
wheat. There will be no necessity for going to 
Kansas or to the Red River country to see wheat- 
fields after next month; and no stories told of 
the wheat-raising districts of the West compare 
with the truth regarding the last crop io IIlinois. 
The crop in many places sold for double the 
value of the land on which it was grown. 80 
large was the crop that 

' OATS AND RYE 
are hardly considered worth mentioning, vet 
both crops yielded well. Sixty busnels of oats, 
weighing thirty-six pounds per busbel, was no 
uncommon yield; and rye went all the way 
from twenty-five to forty-five bushels to the 
acre. The couutry is still full of stacks. and 
the flow of grain to the seaboard will be regular 
all winter. or uatil the corn-crop is dry enough 
to go forward. 
THE CORN-CROP 
is 3 advancing toward maturity, although 
dut ttle of it is beyond the reach of damage 
from a heavy frost. A few weeks of warm, dry 
weather is wecessary to give the finishing 
toucbes to the largest corn-crop ever produced 
in the State.

This goes not involve the 
slightest reproach agains observer; he acts 
in his good faith in the trustworthiness of his 
eabiects,—in a taith which does honor to bis 
feelipgs, to the same extent that it robs 
his observations of convincing vower. There- 
fore, respected sir, there temaios for me no 
other choice in regard to these observations: I 
prefer the authority ot Seience to the authority 
of a few of her re tatives, however honor- 
able, who have, in this instence, made observa- 
tions in a province which lies far from the sphere 
of their own special studies.

Here I micht conclade, passing silently over 
the hopes which you attach to the reality of the 
Spiritualistie phenomena.

intelligible. On the other hand, there are often 
verv striking reletiong; for example, the can- 
celing of the law of 144 observed also 
in recent times, was an ordinary occurrence 
that, as is well known, the famous witches’ 
ordeal was based u it. We even pos- 
sess numerous certificates of Judges, whose 
credibility can certaiply vet be unconditionally 
denied, according to which a witch sometimes 
we'ghed only ha’f an ownee,—sometimes even 
nothing at all. You answer. that all this belongs 
to the realm of supersittion, and that the pre- 
tended facte were never investigated by trust- 
worthy observers, But upon what is this as- 
sumption ot superstition founded? Simoly upon 
the fact that we have hitherto held the things in 
question to de impossible. Now you maintain 
not only the possibility but also the actuality of 
phenomena equally astonishing, and, moreorer, 
very similar. By all rules of scentific investiza- 
tion, we are logically bound to assume that 
those earlier phenomena mav, indeed, in many 
instances have rested upon but that 
they were scarcely altogether without foun- 
dation. There was, of course, a lack of 
exact observers in those devs. But do 
you deere that the Gealileian laws 
of failing bodies were not in force before Galileo 
demonstrated them by bis experiments? ‘There 
opens up to us from your standpoint an essen- 
tially new view of history. Phenomena hithurto 
regarded as ‘lamentable expressions of a cor- 
rupting superstition ere transformed into evi- 
dences of av especially tion 
of supersensibie mysteries. 

But to your real conclusions them- 
selves. The Spiritualistie phenomena, silly as 
they may be in detail, pass with you, by reason 
of the uncertainty which they give of another 
world, as a ; 

NEW GOURCE OF MORAL AND RELIGIOUS con- 
VIOTION. 

Our opinion hitherto has been, that Provi- 
dence veiled the future from men with a wise 
purpose; that its will was to leave the religious 
nature to form for itself a moral ideal, which 
should remain untouched by the imperfections 
of the world of sense. This condition of things 
is by your view essentially changed. Our 
future destiny is no longer a subject of 
moral demands and religious convictions, but. to 
a certain extent at least. belongs to our know!l- 
edge and perception. You do indeed lay stress 
upon the fact that precisely that phase of the 
other world which we perceive mav be the less 
perfect phase. That might pase, if at least the 
beginning of a process of perfection were ap- 
parent tous. But I see only the shocking con- 
trary of this. What conception must we form 
of the condition of our deceased fellow-men if 
your view is correct? I find myself forced to 
the following conclusions, against which, so far 
as I can see, you can urge no material objec 


ns: 

I. Tea, the souls of our dead fall into 
the bondage of certain living men, the so-called 
mediums. These mediams oe, at presest at 
ony rate. not very widely ap ' appear to 
belong almost exclusively to the American na- 
tionality. At the command of the mediuma, 
the souls execute mechapiecal performances, 
which bear throughout the character ot pur- 
poselesness: they knock, lift tables and chairs, 
play harmoniums, eta. 

2. Intelectualy, the souls fail into 
a condition which, 20 far as 
wecan conclude from the character of their 
writings upon slates, can only be described as 
lamentable. These writings belong throughout 
to the domain of higher or lower stupidity, 
eniefly lower, I. e., 

THEY ARE ABSOLUTELY WITHOUT SENSE. 

. The moral condition of the souls seems 
to be relatively the most favorable. According 
to all the evidence, the character of hermless- 
ness cannot be denied them. It shows 
itself particularly in the fact that they hold it to 
be necessary to make exeuses for proceedings of 
a somewhat brutal nature, ip case of becomi 
guilty of such, —as. for i the destruc 
of a bed-screen,—with a politeness which, in a 
ghost, is certainly deserving of acknowledg- 
ment. This harmilessness, therefore, gives us a 
right to expect something good of their other 
moral qualities, concerning which nothing par- 
ticular is known. 

Pardon me if I seem to joke. You would 
misunderstand me if vou should believe that I 
adduced these consequences of your premises 
with an otherintertion than that of indicating 
as forcibly as puossibie the earnest scientific, 
moral and religious anxicty which the views 
that you represent in your latest essay must 
necessarily awaken.

He has 
had the proprietorship of several prosperous eu- 
terprises for a number of years, and is a prudent 
liver and a wise investor. His profits on it can 
never have been less than $8,000 to $10,000 per 
annum. and must have often gone up to $25,000. 
During the war. of course, the profits were 
enormous. If we have a millionaire, I presume 
de is the man. He is now an old man. and in 
wretcbed health, but bis restiess little figure is 
seen daily in Athens, hopping in and out of bis 
buggy, and attending toj business with as ear- 
nest an air as if his rent was due and he didn't 
have the money to pay it. He is a man of 
strong head; god heart, and estimable in all 
his relations. 

As to Mr. Green, of Savannah, I have no data 
except the statement of a gentleman who ought 
to know. This man told me that, six years ago, 
he saw a schedule of Mr. Green’s propertv, 
which footed up between $650,000 and $700,000. 
It must be noted, however. that in the 
eommercial registers we find no men- 
tion of such men as Gov. Brown, Mr. Fer- 
dinand Phinizv, Gen. Toombs, and Judge Kine, 
who are notin active business. First, as to 
Gov. Brown. He is the unfixed bird of the 
aviary—the phinx of the phinxes. Nobody 
knows anything about him. There is room 
enough in his long old head for his own buasi- 
ness, and he keeps it there. A burried glance 


around will show about $200,000 worth of real 


estate accredited to him. Then there are bis 
shares in the State road lease; his interest in 
the Dade coal mines, where it is said $250,000 
in capital bas been laid down. I asked the Gor- 
ernor the other day plumply if he was worth a 
million. 

„No, sir,” he said, smiling; “a million is a 
great deal. 

“Do you think there is a man in Georgia 
worth a million!“ 

I doubt it. I know I am not. To amass a 
million dollars in the South requires the con- 
stant and cautious accumulations of a long life- 
time. A single accident or delay or misfortune 
will spoil the calculations. We people of the 
South have had a good many interruptions 
within the present generation. I doubt if there 
is a man in Georgia that has accumulated a 
million.“ 

As for Gen. Toombs, I have his own word for 
it that be is worth from $300,000 to $500,000. I 
suppose this is correct. And yet Gen. Toom 
bas immense bodies of Texas lands that may 
prove themselves worth this much. The Gen- 
eral, while a close and sagacious man of busi- 
ness, has always been a lavish iver, and has 
been careless in the collection of his fees. 

Mr. Phimzy is generally considered the 
wealthiest man in Georgia. His property is in 
bonds and stocks mostiy. and it is impossible to 
form any estimate of what itis. He may be 
worth $500,000, or he may be worth double that. 
An Atlanta banker told me the other dar that 
he knew ip 1873 of where Mr. Phinizy had $375,- 
000 worth of securities in one place. I think it 
may be set down that he has over $500,000. The 
only freak that lever knew Mr. Phinizy to in- 
duige in was to almost build a church by him- 
self. because they would insist on baving an or- 
gan and a choir in the church that he had been 
attending. 

One of the richest men in. Georgia is Col. 
“ Meriwether’? Hill, of Washington, Wilkes. 
A gentleman who bas formerly been associated 
with bim in business counted up on his fingers 
for me the other day about $500,000 worth of 
stocks and bonds that he hela. Besides this he 
bas five miles square of as good land as there is 
in Wilkes, which must be worth an immense 
amount.

Lam disposed to doubt whether we shall have 
a millionaire in Georgia for years. We do pot 
make money rapidly, as in the large centres. of 
speculation and capital. It is a notable fact 
that out of the whole list of rich men I have 
discovered there is not a single merchant. Cot- 
ton, in speculation or manufacture, and rail- 
roads have made these magnates. 

Georgia is a State of decorous ways and mar- 
gins! opportunity. An income or $10,000 is 
first-class for a lawyer, and $6,000 is not to be 
sneczed at. In fact, there are many lawrers 
who would eagerly sneeze at $3,000. The big- 
gest fees ever made in Georgia that I can hear 
of were made by Ben Hill. He got $60,000 in 
cash in the Metcalf case, and was: entitled to 
more than double that much. He got a cash 
fee of $65,000 in 1862, when it was worth in gold 
about $50,000. He made $25,000 in the Kimball 
House litigation. But these were phenomenal 
fees. Wrieht & Alexander in Rome got a cash 
fee of $10,000 in one inclosure, and I suppose 
several fees of tius size have been

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been a public school-building, we erected sixty 
school-houses, costing from $300 to $3,000 each. 
For four we maintained more than 100 
free public schools, nearly one-half of which 
were for white children, and the others for col- 
ored children. 

We had in the County Treasury in January, 
1875, $28,000 in Government bonds and other 
securities, belonging to the public-school fund, 
and several thousand dollars belonging to the 
county school fund. All the improvements had 
been paid for, and the total indebtedness of the 
county was less than $10,000. During this time 
the total rate of taxation for ail purposes bad 
never exceeded 24¢ per cent, and at times it nad 
been as low as 1 per centum. The strictest

A Cor- 
oner’s jury was summoned from this band of 
‘scouts.’ They beld a sitting, and, under their 
oaths, rendered a verdict that Hammond came 
to his death by hanging at the hands of parties 
‘to the jury unknown,’ and then, to complete 
their picasantry, they sent in bills for their 
services as jurors in the case, and they were 
audited and paid by the county. 

“T can’t begin to tell of all their murders, 
but they hanged a member of the State Legisla- 
ture by the name of Patterson. He bad about 
$1,500 on his person. Dixon and his crowd sol- 
emnly pledged their words as Southern gentle- 
men to send this money to his two young sisters 
in Ohio, whom he was supporting at school. 
They never saw a cent of it; it was used. Dixon 
bas since said, in a card which recently appeared 
in the National ican, that it was. with 
other money, used by the Democratic party to 
pav the expeuses of stuffing the ballot-boxes in 
1875. In one place they tied a man’s hands and 
feet, fastened stones to him, and threw him into 
the river. At-Brannon Ewing’s nlautation a 
number were driven into the river and drowned. 
To use the words of one of the actors, who de- 
scribed the scene in a letter, ‘they jumped in 
like frogs.’ ‘And,’ said this man. ‘judging from 
their cries and groans, there must have been a 
bushel of them.’

THE CANYON ( OF” NIAGARA. 


More “ysterious than the Falls Themselves 
ru Depth of the Water—Exciting Ex- 
piorations. 

Correspondence Sardacuse Standard. ‘ 
The canyon of Niagara is far more mysterious 
than the falls themselves. Within the era of 
civilization in Améfica no one was able to suc- 
cessfully pierce thubugh the fierce and terrible 
undercurrent to th bottom, until recently the

half of science, to Undertake the task. All the 

great schemes imagined to be st ietly scientific 
were put in operation by banglers to obtain the 
depth of water beneath the falls.

panic. 

The senior memberof H. A. Kohn & Brothers 
stated that they never hed so big a trade as 
they had this fall. They bad four cutting ma- 
ebines going all the time, and fifty men besides 
at work in the cuttingdepartment. They could 
not get goods out fast enough, and were work- 
ing their men night and dav. Mr. Kohn be- 
lieved there was work enough for 1,000 more 
tailors in this city to-day. He believed ine big 
harvest was responsible for. the increase of 
trade, and, besides this, new sections of the 
country were opening up in the West requiring 
goods. The profits were small, and there was @ 
goo@deal of competition, but Mr. Kohn an- 
nounced himself as more than happy. 


BOOTS AND SHOES. 

Mr. Sam Fargo, of .C. H. Fargo & Co., made 
this statement: We have had—and probably 
all the houses have had—double the trade this 
year that we hed last. In the month of July 
we had more than double; the August trade, 
perhaps, is not double, but much larger than we 
have ever bad it. 1 have just come from the 
East. and the prospects there are good for a big fall 
trade. At the watering-places on the sea-shore 
I have never seen so many business men before. 
They are making money, and they feel as 
though they could afford to take a little 
rest and recreation. They are haying 
the largest trade they ever bad, 
but nobody can tell whether it 
will keep up. People may harp about the bard 
times all they havea mind to, but I tell you 
times bayen't been as prosperous since the 
penic as they are now. Trade is a month ahead 
of last year, we arg now séiline goods that we 
sold last yearin Séptember. There is also an 
advance in goods of from $2 to $3 a case, caused 
by an adyance in the cost of raw material. 
Skilled labor is scarce, and I think the men mast 
pe getting better wages. We never carried such 
a stock as we are carrving this year, and yet we 
are short on heayy goods. Our sales thus far 
have been, for the most part, in heavy 
goods, such as boots, etc. Thecrops are good, 
and there is a better feeling all around. There 
is more confidence exhibited; people are not 
afraid to give their orders ahead now, and we 
sre filling them away abead, as fast as we can 
get the goods. There are no bankruptcies 
among our country customers, and no pbank- 
rupts stocks bei sold tbrougb the country. 
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Mr. J. E. IL. Frasher, of D. B. Fisk & Co., 
said: We can't see anything but good in the 
future. Our fall trade has never been so good, 


and it is earlier this year than we have ever 
known it to be before. Our fall 


trade is never so great as our spring 
trade. and we seldom sell much 
in July or August; but this month our sales are 
large. People in this reat world must have 
goods, and I think the prosperity is permanent. 
I hardly think we sball ever make as much

Mr. Barnum, a Connecticut 
manufacturer of great exverience, wealth, and 
sagacity, told me the other day that within the 
next five years there would be 25.000 miles of 
additional railroad builtin the United States.

During 
the year ending Dec. 31, 1878, there were 
29604 miles of new road opened in the 
United States. Next year there will be at least 
5.000 miles. This will make business. Then 
iron and steel On the old roads has got to be 
kept in condition.”

“There is now in operation in the United 
States 81,841 miles of railroad.”

Jones & Laughlin stated that their business

iron market ih the United States, and 
was bound to feel the benefit of the

LUMBER. 

The lumber trade of Chicago and the North- 
west has been good the present year, and the 
outlook for the futur eis decidedly encouraging. 
The trade enjoyed two years bf successful busi- 
ness. on account of the drought in the lumber- 
producing regions of the Mississippi Valley. 
Last winter all of the lumbermen, including 
those in the Mississippi Valley, logged too much 
for this year, as they supposed, and consequent- 
ly they believed there would be a surplus. When 
spring came the newspaper reports showed this 
status of things, and it bas since developed that 
the stipply of 1879 for this market exceeded 
that of 1878, to this date, by 179,000,000 feet,. 
fully 15 percent. over last year, and it is liable to 
exceed it 20 per cent. when the returus are all io. 
Another reason for the increased logging oper w 
tions was the low price of labor and material. 
The result of this information weakened the 
market, and in January and February it com- 
menced to decline, and continued to do so 
steadily until some time in June, when it. was

A’ Tripong reporter had 8 talk with the Gen- 
eral Managers of the principal. roads centering 
in this city ‘regarding the ‘prospects for the fall 
‘business and the preparations made by the 
vatjous roads to move the largely-imeri 

traffic that is expected. They were all , 
mous in saying that the business thus far this 
year had been largely in advance of that for the 
same period last year. This had been particu- 
larly noticeable in the merchandise traffic, which 
had increased from 20 to 80 per cent on the 
Western roads, and would be still heavier from 
now on forward. The merchandise traffic on 
the Eastern roads bad also been much heavier 
than the year previous. The principal east- 
bound business of the Western roads is ia 
grain, live stock, ete., and this is not quite 
as Deayy as was anticipated, which is 
mainly due to the largely advanced rates 
charged by the Eastern roads, The latter were 
getting most of their freight in bulk from the 
Western lines, while these had to pick it up 
piecemeal at the various stations, It was just 
like buying a load of apples, or buying them 
when still on the trees,—the labor of picking 
and collecting them amounting to considerable. 

The prices of produce in the country are low 
at present, and cannot stand exhorbitant 
freignt-rates. If producers could not realize 
enough they would not sell. Formerly, when 

the farmers were poor, they had to dispose of 
their stuff at any price; but the situation now 
had considerably changed. A majority of the 
farmers were comfortably fixed, and were not 
compelled to sell, and could bold out until 
they realized fair rates. For example, the pres- 
ent rate for coro at St. Louis is 20 cents per 
bushel, the seller having the privilege of deliver- 
ing any time before January 1. 1879. The rail 
rate from St. Louis on corn is 35 cents per hun- 
dred, or W cents per bushel to New York, which 
makes the price on reaching New York 49 cents. 
Should the Eastern roads make 2 still further 
advance, as is contemplated, of 10 cents per 
hundred before the end of the year, it would 
reduce the price of coro at St. Louis to 28 cents 
per bushel. But the producer would not by 
any means get that amount. The grain has to 
brought to St. Missouri, 
Kansas, and other 
railroad rate from the point 
ment to St. Louis would 
8 to 10 cents per bushel, 
would reduce the price to about 18 cents, and 
when the commissions, two or three cents per 
bushel, are taken off, the producer would not 
get over 10 cents per bushel for corn, and, of 
course, farmers would not sell for that if 
can help it. Now the rates that farmers get eu- 
ter very greatly into the general business of the 
eountry. If the farmer cannot sell bis stuff or 
does not get pay prices he can spend no 
moner, and hence the merchandise and other 
business will be seriously affected. The crop 
reports had been somewhat exaggerated, and 
the vield out West is not as large as is general- 
Iv believed. The corn crop looks favorable at 
present, but may yet be seriously impaired by 
drought or frost. 

The most activity is shown in the iron and 
lumder traffic, owing te the stimulus given 
railroad buiid during the last year, and the 
setiling up of the Western Territories. The 
Northwestern Rolling Mills have now orders for 
more rails than they can turu out up to the mid- 
dle of pext summer. The Chicago & North- 
western Railroad is carrying more iron ore than 
ever before. The lumber traffic on all the 
Western roads has increased more than 50 per 


cept. 

The Western roads are prepared to move all 
the freight that may possibly offer. Their tracks 
are all in splendid condition, and the rolling- 
stock has been largely increased. 

The Chicago & Aiton bas added to ‘ts rolling- 
stock since Jan. 1, 1878, 1.200 pew freigbt-cars 
and thirty new locomotives, and is working at 
present to its full capacity, both on east and 
west bound business. It turning out new 
cars as fast as possible. 

The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific has added 
since Jan. 1 about 300 new freight-cars, and has 
orders out for 200 more. It has also added six- 
teen vew locomotives. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy has added 
since Jan. 1 about 1,000 new freight-cars and 
ten pew engines. 

The Illinois Central has also added some new 
cars. The increase on this road has not been as 
marked as some of the others, but it expects a 
large addition in the fall and winter. The stag- 
nation of business in the South is the princi- 


pal eeping 
other roads during the last few months. 

The Chicago & Northwestern has added to 
its rolling-stock about 3,000 new freight-cars 
and about twenty new The 
shipments of iron-ore on this road have 
been immense. The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul and the other Western roads have also in- 
creased largely their rolling-stock, and are do- 

a larger volume of business than last year. 

e business on the Eastern roads bas also 
picked up somewhat, but is not as large as it 
migot be. Much of the grain business that used 
togo via Chicago is now being diverted, owing 
to the foolish policy of the Eastern trunk lines 
in pooling business and thus stopping all com- 
detition. The east-bound business during the 
last six months was about the same 
as during the same period last vear, 
while it should have increased about 
20 per cent. The merchandise traffic, which 
is largely west-bound, bas been unusually large, 
and has increased about 30 per cent over last 
year, Which shows that Chicago is § growing. as a 
mercantile centre. The increase of rolling stock 
on the Eastern roads is not worth mentioning. 
Nearly all the new cars and engines that were 
constructed were to replace old and worn ones. 
The Eastern roads are supplied with cars for 
nearly all their through traffic by the fast- 
freight lines, which virtually do the through- 
freight business for them.
